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Last Resistance 
In Pyongyang 
Is Wiped Out 


U. N. Occupation 
Forces Now In 
Control Of City

SEOUL, Oct. 20. — United 
Nations forces completed oc­ 
cupation of Pyongyang today 
and General MacArthur drop­ 
ped 4,100 American paratroop­ 
ers along the main escape 
route for fleeing Reds north of 
the Communist capital. 
UN forces within the capital 
wiped out the last Communist re­ 
sistance while some 25 miles to the 
north the paratroopers seized two 
vital rail lines snapping shut a trap 
on an estimated 30.000 Reds in the 
Pyongyang area. 
MacArthur, directing the opera­ 
tion from his personal plane hover­ 
ing over the paratroopers, con­ 
firmed indications that the enemy 
is on his last legs and said: 
‘To End Shortly’ 
“The war is very definitely com­ 
ing to an end shortly.” 
With the occupation of Pyong­ 
yang and the paratroop operation, 
to the north, U. N. forces took a 
firm grasp on about three-quarters 
of the land mass of the Korean pe­ 
ninsula. 
Following official announcement 
of the occupation of Pyongyang, a 
high American military source re­ 
ported Communist resistance in 
the entire battle zone appeared 
“demoralized.’’ 
- United Nations warplanes pound­ 
ed Communist troop columns and 
truck convoys fleeing north along 
their only remaining escape route 
toward Sunchon and the Manchur­ 
ian border 
Capture 2400 Daily 
General MacArthur’s Headquart­ 
ers announced that an average of 
2.400 Red trocp> from disorganized 
fleeing units have been captured 
daily during the past two weeks. 
An official release said United Na­ 
tions forces have taken more than 
75,000 prisoners since the start of 
the Korean conflict. 
Troops of the ROK (Republic of 
Korea) Sixth Division raced west­ 
ward toward Sunchon, a road junc­ 
tion 30 miles north of Pyongyang, 
to cut off the retreating Reds. The

Mr. Truman alreads has warmed 
Russia that the United States will 
support the United Nations with 
force of arms to put down aggres­ 
sion anywhere in the world. He 
gave that warning at San Francisco 
after returning from his historic 
conference with General Douglas 
MacArthur on Wake Island. 
Direct Program 
The president is ready to present 
a direct program for peace. He 
is prepared to discuss the problems 
of Red China, Korea and Formosa 
before the United Nations. 
The president proposes to tell 
Red China and Russia that For­ 
mosa rr.ust he free from the threat 
of aggression—just as the United 
Nations voted that Korea must be 
cleansed of Red aggression. Mr. 
Tniman ha« no desire to impose 
an 
American 
protectorate 
over 
Formosa but hr* does insist that 
the United Nations guarantee the 
island against Ret' invasion. 
The president will go to Flush­ 
ing Meadows in a stronger position 
than ever in the past. He now has 
reached a complete accord with 
General MacArthur on matters af­ 
fecting Japan, Korea, Red China. 
Formosa, Russia and the whole 
Far East.

Reason For Influence 
N ehru explains that the Gandhi 
hold on, the people is partly due to 
the way in which he appealed to 
the Indian character with his love 
of renunciation.

In a long exposition of the be­ 
liefs of his beloved saint, Nehru 
told me he thought G andhi’s deep­ 
est conviction was that bad means 
can never justify good ends; that 
If bad means are used, good ends 
can never be achieved. 
This influence of Gandhi helps 
to explain the doubts of the w est­ 
ern use of military force to put 
down aggression. 
It also explain1 
the rejection of communist tech ­ 
niques which are based on the be­ 
lief th at any means is justifiable to 
attain the ends of the theoretically 
perfect state. 
Need Generation of Peace 
On the practical level the con­ 
viction is deep in the minds of all 
the leaders in the Indian govern­ 
m ent that a generation of peace is 
necessary to reconstruct tne land 
to m and broken by partition, com­ 
m unal riots and the presence in 
India 
of eight million 
refugees 
from Pakistan. 
This is the major 
reason for India’s policy of super­ 
caution in the United Nations. 
Al­ 
ready soaring commoditiy price« 
as a result of the Korean war and 
rearm am ent have had an unhappy 
effect

India’s 
deteriorating 
economy. 
But just how India shall be re ­ 
constructed is a m atter of dispute 
arising partly out of the heritage 
of Gandhi-ism. 
Nehru never made 
any secret of his distrust of G and­ 
hi’s advocacy of the reliance on 
handicraft and cottage industries 
and the M ahatma's rejection of

On the Other Hand 
On the other hand is a leader 
like Purushottam das Tandon, just 
elected head of the all-powerful 
Congress paity. 
Tandon is repre­ 
sented as an opponent of Nehru 
but this is only partly true.

an ardent apostle of the simple 
life on the side of Gandhi-ism. For 
example, Tandon rejects modern 
medicine, including the use of vac­ 
cines. 
He never cuts his beard or 
hair. 
In a talk I had with Tandon he 
compared his convictions lo those 
of the Sinn Fein in Ireland. 
He

After a victory costing nim 300,000 
lives Ashoka reported and sought

the

N ehru read the con­ 
clusion of the inscription: 
“For 
his sacred majesty desired that all 
animate heings should have the se­ 
curity 
of 
self-control, 
peace

mind and joyousness.” 
This may 
sound like a hopelessly naive idea* 
in the present-day world. 
But 
nevertheless, it probably sums up 
what is in the heart of Ihe man 
at the head of a nation of 350 mil­ 
lions.

But nobody with equal good 
sense wants to see innocent Americans railroaded into a life of dis­ 
honor and public disgrace. 
By great good fortune the man at the head of the Loyalty Review 
Board, Seth W. Richardson, is keenly aware of this ethical dilemma. 
Richardson is a ferocious Roosevelt-hater, Red-baiter and anti-Tru 
Dealer. 
A life-long Republican, an unreconstructed isolationist, he 
loathes everything th at’s a few inches to the left of H erbert Hoover, 
u nder whom he served as assistant Attorney General. 
Only a sense of 
patriotic duty persuaded Richardson to take the post of Loyalty Re­ 
view Board chairman 
He wanted to help get Communists out of the 
government. 
But he also wanted to help make sure that innocent per­ 
sons were not railroaded. 
With the crystal-like candor lhat makes him 
a unique character. Richardson told Slevin and me that many border­ 
line cases before his Board might just as well be decided by rolling dice. 
Long Way From Success

To Be Started 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(INS) 
—The government is poised today 
to launch a nationwide roundup of 
approximately 
3,400 
immor a 1, 
criminal 
and 
subversive 
aliens 
which it has been unable to de­ 
port. 
The immigration and naturaliza­ 
tion service, acting under provi­ 
sions of the McCarran Anti-Sub­ 
versive law, will swing into action 
as soon as it gets clearance from 
the attorney general. 
Acting I. and N. director Argyle 
Mackey told International News 
Service today: 
"The regulations 
are drafted 
and are now at the attorney gen­ 
erals’ office for approval. 
We 
are ready to go as soon as they 
are approved. 
I hope to get the 
approval by Friday. 
"We have our fingers on the 
aliens concerned—most of whom 
were ordered departed at least six 
months ago, and many of them for 
a much longer time. 
“They 
are 
circulating. 
We 
want to stop that.” 
From another source 
it 
was 
learned that approximately 3,400 
aliens, at least 2,000 of whom are 
from Russia or iron curtain coun­ 
tries, are involved in the crack­ 
down. 
Mackey’s disclosure came close 
on the heels of a declaration by 
President Truman that “the se­ 
curity of the United States is en­ 
dangered by subversive activity.”

Need Two Hundred 
Million Dollars For 


Korean Relief In '51 
LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 20 
—(INS)—The United States told 
the United Nations that roughly 
200 million dollars will be needed 
for Korean relief between now and 
the end of 1951. 
U. S. delegate Isador Lubin told 
the economic and social council 
that this figure is a very rough 
estimate and will be revised with­ 
in a week or ten days tvhen definite 
information 
is 
expected 
from 
General MacArthur’s Tokyo head­ 
quarters. 
Lubin said that for expeditious 
handling, the Korean relief pro­ 
gram should be broken down into 
three groups—immediate relief re­ 
quirements, current supply require­ 
ments and rehabilitation require­ 
ments. 
He said the first category is the 
most important for the immediate 
future and includes food, clothing, 
shelter and medical supplies for 
the disorganized, dislocated and 
demoralized Korean population. 
Lubin’s second category covers 
such 
civilian 
supply 
items 
as 
fertilizer, raw cotton, coal, petro­ 
leum, and other materials needed 
to support normal production and 
distribution processes during the 
period of reconstruction. 
The U. S. representative said 
that his third category was meant 
to include all external supplies, 
equipment and services needed in 
reconstruction, including lumber, 
cement, iron, steel transportation 
and electrical equipment.

The communist newspaper al­ 
leged that Stassen’s letter to Stalin 
was merely an election maneuver 
and said Stassen’s program appears 
to conform with an armaments 
drive in preparation for war. 
The letter by Stassen, American 
presidential aspirant in 1948, was 
revealed on Oct. 4. 
Stassen once 
interviewed 
Stalin—in 
April 
of 
1947. 
His October letter to the Soviet 
prem ier, written as a private citi­ 
zen. said that Russian activities in 
Korea and Germany belied pro­ 
testations that Russia wants peace 
He called on Stalin to alter the 
policy of the Soviet Union.

Hoover Demands 
Western Europe 
Build Own Armies 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—(INS)— 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
wants to see western Europe build 
its own formidable army before 
the* United States supplies further 
economic and military aid to dem­ 
ocratic nations on the continent. 
The only living ex-President ex­ 
pounded his views last night in 
a broadcast 
over the 
Columbia 
network. 
Hoover declared that the U. S. 
should make a new appraisal of 
its position if there is no effective 
mobilization by member countries 
ol the United Nations to assume 
major roles in their own defense. 
I He said that additional American 
aid should 
be 
withheld “until 
a definitely united and sufficient 
European army is in sight.” 
His speech contained sharp crit­ 
icism of the European countries 
who are party to the North Atlan­ 
tic pact for not having done their 
share to meet the threat of com­ 
munism.

Baruch Urges 
All-Out U. S. 
Mobilization 
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20, 


Candidate For 
Homecoming Queen 


ROCHESTER, Minn., Oct 
(INS>—Bernard Baruch last night 
urged all-out U. S. mobilization for 
two years to “narrow the fearsome 
gap between Soviet rearmament 
and the defenses of the western 
nations”. 
The elder statesman assailed the 
concept of “creeping mobilization” 
and said American unpreparednes* 
in relation to Russia’s might is 
“the terrible vacuum which could 
suck the world into another shat­ 
tering war”. 
He added: 
“We must now always be pre­ 
pared for war . . , the new scourge 
of Communist imperialism feeds 
on indecision and weakness.” 
Baruch devoted a major portion 
of his speech—the annual Plum- 
mer-Judd memorial lecture at the 
Mayo clinic in Rochester—to the 
danger that the U. S. will be “gut­ 
ted by the inflationary potentiali­ 
ties of its preparations”. 
He lashed out at “politic* as 
usual, profits as usual and business 
as usual” and called for creation 
of a single, over-all independent 
mobilization agency, reporting di­ 
rectly to the president, to set up a 
“thorough-going" priority system.

WAYS TO KEEP INTEREST IN

It is up to you as a homemaker 
to make mealtime interesting and 
food associations pleasant.
